Here are some facts and figures 
to keep in mind when Congress 
goes to work on federal aid to edu- 
cation: 


Education is not the Federal gov- 
ernment’s business; its responsibil- 
ity is the improvement of the gen- 


The Federal government has 
no special obligations to the 
public school system; it has a duty 
to help all children get a good edu- 
cation. 

About 1,000,000 children, ages 
7-16, are not attending school at 
all: another 2,000,000 are recéiv- 
ing sub-standard education; one of 
every ten public school teachers 
has only a temporary teacher's 
certificate. 


Most of these children live in 
sections of the United States 
where there is relatively little 
money for schools and many chil- 
dren to be educated. These chil- 
dren often are deprived of a de- 
cent schooling simply because they 
happen to reside in a poor State. 
Yet these children are American 
citizens just as truly as other 
children who happen to live in 
wealthy States. 


The essential purpose of Fed- 
eral aid is to give these educa- 
tionally-underprivileged 
educational opportunities 
meet at least minimum standards 
of adequacy.

What's This About Septuagesima, 
Sexagesima And Quinquagesima? 


all the Sundays in the Church Year, those three are probably the least understood. 
Most of us can’t even pronounce them! Their origin has been lost in antiquity, and the 
best scholars don’t quite agree on their meaning. No wonder the rest of us stumble a little 

when somebody says, “What does Septuagesima Sunday stand for?” 
If you know your Latin, you'll recognize that Septuagesima means “seventieth”: 
sixtieth”; and Quinquagesima means “fifieth.” In a very rough sort

rof way, these are the seventieth, 
sixtieth and fiftieth days before 
Kiaster—and these Sundays mark 
the beginning of the penitential 
season of Lent. 


But if you take out a calendar, 
you'll see that Septuagesima Sun- 
day falls on February 5th, and 
Raster on April 9th—se there are 
only ba days between the two, and 
not : 


In the same way, Sexagesima 
Sunday (“the 60th”) is 56 days 
before Easter. However, some 
historians believe that the early 
Christians counted from Sexa- 
gesima to the Wednesday after 
Easter, which will add up to 60 
days if you count both the first 
and last days as they used to do. 

Before you become completely 
confused about counting days, it 
would be well to recall that Lent 
is a period of 40 days, and has 
long been known as Quadragesima. 
The 40 days of Lent have good ex- 
amples in the fasting periods of 
Moses, Elias and Christ Himself. 
Forty has another special signifi- 
cance for Christians, who remem- 
ber that Jesus was in the tomb 
just 40 hours before His glorious 
Resurrection. Lent, therefore, 
runs for 40 days—but since we 
don’t fast on Sundays, only the 
week-days of Lent are counted. 


Quinquagesima Sunday, which 
comes just before Ash Wednesday, 
is an actual 50 days before Easter 
(again, you must count both the 
first and last days.) The Sundays 
preceding—Sexagesima and Sep- 
tuagesima—were probably named 
just as Sundays in a series, with- 
out giving any real thought to the 
number of days. In other words, 
the early Christians were not 
under the delusion that there were 
ten days in a week; they just 
chose those Latin names as handy 
titles for “Sundays coming in a 
series. 


Custom Very Old 


The custom is very old, going 
back at least to the seventh cen- 
tury, and maybe earlier. Today 


‘|we see in our Missals that the 


“Gloria” is omitted from Sep- 
tuagesima to Easter—and this 
‘whole period is a time of mourn- 
‘ing. In early days, the faithful 
in some countries started their 
fasting as early as Quinqua- 
gesima. The Greeks and the Slavs 
began to abstain from meat on 
Sexagesima Sunday. Still other 
Christians started the fast on 
Septuagesima. The latter con- 
sidered Lent as actually beginning 
on Septuagesima, and they ob- 
served the 40 bo by omitting 
Thursdays, Sat ys d Sun- 
days from their fasting. 

One writer states that Septua- 
gesima represents the 70 years 
captivity of the Jews in Babylon. 

he historical origins of these 
| three hard-to-pronounce Sundays 
are not as important to us as 
their real meaning. Whatever pur- 
puse the early istians in 
picking the names, we know what 
they were doing was beginning a 
solemn period of preparation 
(Lent) for a great feast day— 
(Easter).

Perhaps my somewhat cynical 
skepticism goes back to my own 
remote childhood and a particular 
incident that I have never forgot- 
ten. 

In Chicago each house was built 
in the expectation that another 
house would shortly be planked 
close up against it. You’d think 
that in vast, sprawling Chicago 
people in those days would have 
built their residences with the in- 
expensive luxury of lawns. No 
indeed; they built on lots 25 feet 
wide, and house was slapped 
against house. So even if your 
house was next to a vacant lot, you 
were certain to build it completely 
windowless.

who spent years } studying an 
commenting on the Bible, declared 
that he could not consistenely ac- 
cept the Bible without the author- 
ity of the Church which declared 
+ to be inspired. So most reflect- 
ing intellectuals think today; so 
have many intellectual converts in 
various countries reasoned. 


Without the recognition of the 
authority in the Church people 
cannot fail to go astray. For in- 
stance, it certainly does _matter 
whether the Holy Eucharist con- 
tains the glorified body and soul 
of Christ. That doctrine is taught 
in clearer language and by more 
Scripture writers than any other 
yet the majority of ministers do 
not accept that teaching. 


Matthew, Mark and Luke refer 
to it in unmistakably clear 
language. St. John devotes a long 
chapter to the promise of it, quot- 
ing Christ in very clear language. 
And St. Paul tells us that he re- 
ceived a special revelation from 
God concerning it. The honest 
Bible reader would therefore ac- 
cept this doctrine if he got his 
faith solely from readigg his 
Bible. If he rejects this, it is only 
because the religious organization 
to which he belongs has rejected 
it, And that religious organiza- 
tion rejected it only. because its 
clergy could not be empowered to 
produce the Eucharist or to ab- 
solve from sin, unless its. clergy 
were connected, in a long line of 
succession, back to the days of 
the Apostles. But since the Catho- 
lic Church does go back to those 
days it can consistently act on the 
very plain teaching of the-Bible 
on this subject. 

Yes, reject a central authority 
in Christianity, and you only 
make way for all sorts of discor- 
dant and contradictory teachings 
which, evidently, God Himself can- 
not approve.

Catholics Don’t Discriminate 


Catholics never discriminate against a Prot- 
estant running for political office. They never 
even take account of the religion of the merchant 
with whom they deal. In fact, they are usually 
charged with showing favoritism to non-Catholic 
business and professional men, to non-Catholi¢ 
architects or contractors. 


On the other hand, we know of members of 
certain religions who would never vote for a 
Catholic, never trade with a Catholic, never em- 
ploy a Catholic to design a building or to erect 
it. 

It might not have been brought to your at- 
tention, but the President of Ireland, whos® 
population is chiefly Catholic, has been, almost 
from the beginning of the Republic, a Protes- 
tant. Catholics in that country have never been 
charged with persecuting or ill-treating the Prot- 
estant minority group. It is common knowledge

that the Protestant minority has always been 
very hostile to the Catholic group. 

The Regent of Hungary, whose population 
was 70% Catholic, was from the time of World 
War I until Russia took control, a Protéstant. 
Catholic Austria has elected Socialist rulers. 
Catholic Bavaria has placed many Protestants 
in high office, while Protestant Prussia had al- 
ways been anti-Catholic. Today pastor Nie- 
moeller doesn’t like the new west German State, 
because its head is a Catholic. 

The only matters in which Catholics are in- 
tolerant are matters of faith which, because they 
are revealed truths, must be facts, concerning 
which there can be no compromise any more 
than there can be no compromise on mathemati- 
cal facts. 

The Catholic Church always distinguishes be- 
tween persons and their religious or even athe- 
istic connections. She not only does not de- 
nounce people, who believe differently than she 
does, but insists on her members observing the 
law of the love of neighbor and even of enemies. 
In fact the Catholic Church; the leading opponent 
of Communism in the world, does more praying 


\for Communists than all the 
! other churches taken together. 


Catholics must love all people, 
‘but they cannot applaud the 
errors to which they may be 
addicted. 

As to the Jews, their own 
most reputable historians admit 
that they have always been 
treated better in Catholic than in 
Protestant countries. They were 
never treated better than in the 
city of Rome, which, for cen- 
turies, was ruled by the Pope 
himself.

The sender of this letter writes: 
“This letter does not sound like 
your book, ‘Father Smith Instructs 
Jackson,’ which was written for 
non-Catholics. The letter must be 
the real spirit of Catholicism.” 

“Father Smith Instructs Jack- 
son” was not written for non-Cath- 
olics, although thousands of them 
have read it, and have been 
brought into the Church through 
it, aided, of course, by the grace 
of God. The letter does not breathe 
the “spirit of Catholicism,” but of 
anti-Catholicism, whence it origin- 
ated.

Other Fakes 


This is not the first time that 
bogus letters and documents have 
been concocted not only by individ- 
uals but by members of anti-Catho- 
lic organizations.

They 
sent out over the country hand- 
bills bearing the letterhead of a 
“Catholic Church Defense League,” 
which never existed, but which the 
Church’s enemies dishonestly draft- 
ed to promote their own cause. 
Even Abraham Lincoln had to de- 
nounce such forgeries in his day. 


The Catholic Church, thank God, 
has never resorted to such tactics. 
No Catholic organization has ever 
been formed to fighi Protestantism 
or any Protestant sect. 


Accompanying the letter was a 
galley proof of an article entitled 
‘What Religious Freedom Means 
to Catholics.” In it the writer re- 
fers to “the Crescent Hill Church 
of Christ in Brownfield, Texas,” to 
whom the “alleged” Catholic letter 
was supposed to have been sent.

39 to .43,334; Brothers from 3,872 
o 7,312; and: Sisters from 43,567

Over this same period churches 
ave increased from 10,002 to 
20,025; seminaries from 102 to 401; 
while students studying for the 
priesthood in both major and minor 
seminaries have increased from 
954 to 26,215, he detailed. 


Of particular interest, Dr. Ken- 
edy said, is the total number of 
youngsters receiving Catholic in- 
struction; this number has increas- 
ed from 956,784 to 4,401,524.

Educate For Purity 


Bishop Noll Contends Sex 
Instruction Advocates Are 
Overlooking Moral Aspects 


This is the fourth in a series of articles by Bishop John F. Noll 
of Fort Wayne, dealing with the shocking increase of sex crimes in all 


parts of the nation:

About ten years ago a manual 
was prepared by the United States 
Public Health Service entitled 
“High Schools and Sex Education,” 
which was written by Dr. Ben- 
jamin C. Gruenberg and others of 
the Public Health Service. 


This manual was severely crit- 
icized because it entirely overlook- 
ed moral attitudes and principles, 
while it contained much harmful 
matter. For instance this para- 
graph: 

“Within a generation we have 
learned generally that various me- 
thods and forms of sensual gratifi- 
cation are practically universal for 
boys and girls from infancy on 
through adolescence. In considering 
the subject of masturbation it is 
necessary to detach ourselves from 
earlier moralistic assumptions and 
vague fears about sex... As- 
suming this point of view, any 
self-induced sensual pleasure — 
masturbation included—is not so 
much to be overcome as outgrown. 
The question of right and wrong 
- ee eeent sense does not enter 
at all. 


That sounds like doctrine taught 
by Bertrand Russell or H. G. Wells. 

The same Public Health Service 
issued another pamphlet, named, 
“We Grow Up.” 


Commenti on these booklets 
premucee by the United States Pub- 
ic Health Service a noted clergy- 
man observed: 

“This is the first time in our 
national history that an agency

In one of 
his books he says: 

“1. The foundation of all sound 
education in sex must consist in 
distracting the mind from sexual 
matters, not in directing it toward 
them. | 

“2? The problem of moral reser- 
vation in this sphere is a question 
of power far more than know- 
ledge. 

“The more deeply the educator 
comprehends his problems of char- 
acter building, the more rapidly he 
will be led back to religious edu- 
eation; and similarly, the more 
realistically the teacher of ethics 
grasps human nature in his study 
of the problem of sex, and the more 
thoroughly he considers the con- 
ditions, undér which the sexual im- 
pulse can be effectively disciplined 
and specialized, the more he will 
be constraiged to abandon the ma- 
terialistic standpoint and to rec- 
ognize the indispensability of the 
Christian ethic.” 

Dr. Winfield S. Hall, former pro- 
fessor of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Medical School, in a pamph- 
let entitled, “Chums,” especially 
prepared for boys and written for 
the American Medical Association 
some years ago, writes: 

“As early as 14 and 15 and con- 
tinuing until about 25, there are a 
couple of days every two or four 
weeks when the mind will instinc- 
tively turn toward sex thoughts; it 
is especially important for the 
a to control the thoughts.

accustomed to probe into every- 
thing with our scientific thought 
and our prying reflections that we 
are only too apt to forget that in 
certain of the per things of life 
too much reflection is an unwhole- 
some and disturbing influence.” 


The citizens of a nation need not 
be prudish but it is generally ad- 
mitted that they and their country 
will suffer immensely should they 
lose all sense of shame and actually 
adopt such low standards as will 
] them to choose salacious read- 
ing matter for their entertainment 
and loose social conduct for their 
recreation. 


Some years ago the German 
Medical Union for Social Ethics, 
in a special resolution, denounced 
the steady trend from what was 
long regarded as an innate sense 
of shame. After pointing out the 
connection between the loss of 
shame and certain diseases, the 
resolution noted: 


“The German Medical Union for 
Social Ethics deems it its duty to 
call upon the medical men of Ger- 
many to take a strong. stand 
against the ever-spreading cult of 
the nude. It must be made clear 
to our people that serious dangers 
are here threatening in a moral 
and, therefore, also in a hygienic, 
way. It is our duty to point out 
also that adequate physical culture 
does not at all call for the ex- 
tremes that we are witnessing to- 
day. 

“We must declare emphatically 
that the sense of shame—in its nat- 
ural and legitimate form, not an 
unnatural prudishness — must be 
preserved at all cost, for we see 
in this sense the expression of re- 
spect for one’s personality. To des- 
troy this sense means destruction 
of the moral foundations of one’s 
personality.” 

We have yet to find any among 
the loudest advocates of sex in- 
struction who, in their desire to 
be of help to youth, even hint at 
the supernatural, or who urge 
|eleaner living from the religious 
or spiritual motive. In fact, they
